Growing Fewer in Number and 
the White Man Will Soon be in 
Undisputed Possession of State

Operators Look for a Large Volume of An Open Meeting Held Last Evening 


and Addressed by Assistant Presi- 
dent Hurlbut 


The passing of 
the famous Piute 


tribe of Indians Is realized more clear- 
ly In the recent action of the govern- 
ment In opening a greater portion of 
their reserva'tlon to the public. "When 
the allotments were made and com- 
pensation was awarded It was found 
that of this once powerful tribe but 
one hundred families remain, and a 
number of these are dying off from an 
epidemic in the neighborhood of 
the 


Duck Valley reservation. 


Major Laughlin, inspector of Indiian 


reservations, was in »Dayton a 
few 


days ago for the purpose of complet- 
ing an arrangement with the Indians 
for the disposition of their lands. The' 
reservation is an extremely large one, 
and a portion of it is mineral land of 
a high quality. 
Owilng to the fact 


that It has been reserved for the use 
o'f the tribe miners have been barred 
and prospecting or development work 
has never gained headway. 
As soon 


as It Is thrown open to settlement a 
boom Is expected, in the section and 
hundreds of people are awaiting to 
take up property. The opening of the 
country will throw all of the mineral 
land out of the red man's district.! 
Hiich timber land will also be sold and 
that section of the state will be great- 
ly benefltted. 
A small portion of the 


reservation 
will be reserved for Its 


original owners. This portion will be 
nothing more than grazing and farm- 
Ing land. 


"When Laughlin arrived in Dayton 


ali of the Indians had gathered to re- 
ceive hiim. 


They had appointed several of theh 


n.umber to receive the officials of the 
government and present them to the 
tribe. It was agreed to give each In- 
dian who is the head of a family 20 
acres of land and $200 in cash. Itie 
land Is to be held in trust for a period 
of twenty-five years, and at the end of 
that time is to be deeded to the hold 
er, with the understanding that it is 
to be held severality. The money is to 
be paid at once. 
The Indians accept- 


ed the proposition after a short con- 
ference, and the surveys will com- 
mence within the next few days 01. 
the "Walker river reservation.

Call of Monday is essentially true. 
The noble red man is surely growing 
to be a matter of history, as can be 
testified to in this county, as well as 
every section of the state.

A RICH MAN'S PANIC 


D 


ISTURBED conditions have been prevailing In "Wall 


street for the last week or two; high interest for 


long loans have prevailed and there has been general 
liquidation and depression. There is nothing- apparent in 
the industrial situation to cause any financial unrest, and 
yet It exists. The New York Herald has made a careful 
canvass of the leading business centers of the country 
and thus sums up the report it has received: 


"From nearly everywhere comes the response that bus- 


iness is good and the outlook bright. In Pittsburg and 
"Wall street alone, where wild promotions and specula- 
tion have ruled, are found nervousness and gloom. 


"The West rejoices in the prospects of abundant har- 


vest, -and declares that monetary affairs there are satis- 
factory. 


"New England is cheerful, the only disquieting factor 


being the excessive price of cotton. 
Labor unrest has 


nearly disappeared, mills and factories are working- full 
time, and business men make no complaint of undue mon- 
ey stringency. 


"To sum up the country is hopeful and prosperous, 


attending diligently to business, and looks philosophically 
upon the wreck of Wall street's paper fortunes. 


"Btocks broke violently again yesterday in "Wall street 


under forceful and insistant liquidation, which continued 
until the closing hour, when the short interest purchased 
to obtain profits and influenced a sharp recovery. Thro'- 
out the entire movement could be detected by shrewd ob- 
servers some buying- of the best character, showing that 
discriminating put chasers were in the market, and stocks 
whtlch were passing from, the hands of feeble or -affrighted 
holders were finding lodgment with those who were strong 
and able to protect, thnieselves. 
The market presented 


some rare bargains, but they were reserved for cash buy- 
ers," 


One reason that accounts Cor the sale of good stocks 


Is doubtless that money men are loaded up with less de- 
sirable securities that cannot be disposed of to advantage, 
and needing Cash they place what Is salable on the market. 
The result, of course, even with stocks of high character 
is to force clown prices, 


No interests are being greatly injured by the temporary 


panic. Thete Is a general demand for cash which accounts 
for (he high rate on long time loans and the struggle to se- 
cure cash has caused the fear that a contraction of credit 
was approaching for some unknown cause. 


The dlsturbnce is almost entirely among lich rien, 


finoncieis, and not among the managers of the great in- 
dustries. There is too much business and too heavy a crop 
in prospect, promising heavy railroad business for the sol- 
id interests of the country to be alarmed over a flurry in 
'the money maiket.

Steadily and the- Producing Prop- 
erties are Knocking Down Ore 


The Halifax — The Halifax closed 


clown Tuesday on account of the great- 
ly increased Inflow of water. 
The 


shaft had reached a depth of 640 feet, 
at which point the water came In so 
rapidly that it could not be handled 
with the present facilities. 
The mine 


Is now making between 35,000 to 40,- 
000 gallons a day. The necessary ma- 
chinery, consisting of a compressor 
and two pumps, to control the water, 
left Salt Lake osi the 16th, and ought 
to be here next week. Work will "be 
commenced Monday on the founda- 
tions for the new machinery, and It 
-will be but a short time before the 
shaft is clear and sinking resumed. 
At the time \\ork was discontinued the 
formation was exceedingly favorable, 
consisting of a large body of decom- 
posed matter mixed with quaitz, indi- 
cating that it is but a few feet to lode 
porphyry. 


The 
Alpine-Eagle — The 
Alpme- 


Eagle Mining Company, operating at 
Lone Mountain, where they have a 
property of nine claims adjoining the 
Lynch & O'Meara group, report good 
progress. 
A substantial camp 
has 


been established in the center- of

property which was quite an under-

The manage-
